Constable Sellers Returns Froa Three 
Years at Fort Fullerton. le Tells 
an interesting story of 
| Mis Journey. 

Ottawa, March 21.—After an 
of three years in thé lone northland 
at Fort Fullerton, along the west 
shore of Hudson's Bay, maintaining, 
with three companions, in the- soli 
tary regions of Canada’s vast hinter- 
land, the law and order for which the 
British flag stands, after a journey of 
1,000 miles through an unknown and 
inhospitable country into the Arctic, 


accompanied by a native guide, and 
an interpreter, with the temperature

as low as 67 below zerv, and in the 
face of a biting north wind, Con- 
rtable L. E. Seller, of the Royal 


Northwest Mounted Police, is back in 
Ottawa on a well-earned two months 
furlough. 

His report of the work of the de- 

“ment with which he was associat- 

4 the hardships and perils and 
éulties met and overcome is told 

Ah a modesty and brevity of state- 
Avent, characteristic of men of the 
‘finest police force in the world.” 

Constable Seller left about three 
years ago with the Moody Arctic ex- 
pedition in its exploratory trip into 
the regions around Hudson’s Bay, ac- 
companying the vessel as far as Fort 
Fullerton, the extreme northerly 
point at which a garrison is stationed. 
For three years he and three com- 
panions were the sole representatives 
of law and order. During that period 
one man was drowned on the evening 
ef the day upon which the boat 
sailed and the chief of the party, 
Staff Sergeant Haynes, died one year 
later. Others replaced these. 

A ‘Daring Journey. 

In February of last year a truly 
wonderful and daring journey was ac- 
complished by Constable Seller. The 
failure of a supply ship of the traders 
to enter the harbor necessitated a pa- 
trol to the trader’s vessel, the Ernest 
William, ,eupposed to be wintering 
near Repulse Bay. from this point, 
accompanied only by an interpreter 
.amed Ford and a native guide nam- 
ed Tupealock, he set out. The ship, 
however, had gone farther north to 
Melachusutuch, 495 miles from Fort 
Fullerton. This remarkable journey, 
accomplished under the most adverse 
conditions, was made by dog train in 
thirty-three days. The return,  in- 
cluding a side journey, made up a 
total mileage of 995, and was accom- 
plished in forty-five days. 

The Constable's Diary. 

Some account of this journey has 
already appeared in the press as 
gleaned from the official despatches 
which arrived in Ottawa last fall. 
Constable Seller is now making a ver- 
bal report to Comptroller White. 
home .extracts from his diary of the 
trip are more eloquent in their 
brevity than anything contained in 
she pages of fiction. Some character- 
istic excerps may be given. 

On March 7, after the party had 
been fourteen days out from Fort Ful- 
-erton, he says: ‘I had a cache made 
of everything except our bedding, and 
two days’ rations for ourselves. We 
had one small feed for the dogs, It 
vas our only chance of making time, 
8 the country was very rough and 
the sleigh too short for a big load. I 
«xpect to reach Cache at the mouth 
of the Wager in two days if the wea- 
ther holds good. We had to unhitch 
the dogs three times today, as the 
descents were very long and steep. 


Our, supply of biscuits was finished | 


last evening, and we had been on 
small rations for some days.” 
Biscuits All Gone. 

March 16—Our biscuits are all 
finished but in a couple of days at 
most we expect to reach the ship. 
Used the last of our wood tonight. 

No Ship in Sight. 


March 19, 1906-—-Broke camp at 


4 a.m., having slept uw our furs all} 


night. We reached salt water about 
7 am, About 3.30 p.m. we reached 
the anchorage in the islands, Repulse 
Bay, and to our surprise no ship 
could be found. We had a look 
around for some signs of natives, and 
to see if our cache had been left. We 
saw a block of snow with a stick in 
it pointing towards Beachy Point, and 
Tupealock told me he thought it quite 


» probable that some natives would be 
found between here and Beachy) 


Point. Very cold today. I had both 
my feet badly frozen. My footgear is 
in a very bad state, wet and worn out. 
We were compelled to break up some 
barrels, etc., and cook some food, as 
meat 


,| three hours to boil 


the Scotch ship. 
Made 3% miles. 

March 20—Terrible snowstorm ; im- 
possible to go out looking for natives. 
Our dogs are getting hungry, as they 
have had nothing since the 16th inst., 
and we cannot possibly give them 
anytiing out of what small supply we 
have for ourselves. My feet are very 
sore, the result of frost biting. 

A Narrow Escape. 

March 24—Broke camp at 6 a.m. 
and mad : good fast time all day until 
dark, when we made our camp in an 
Cooked our grub with 
wood taken from the islands, We 
had a ‘arrow shave today. While 
navigating a sloping bank along a 
very nairow river bottom the sleigh 
began to slide down on us, and, de- 
spite all our efforts, it carried us all 
down over a cut bank fully twenty 
feet in height. Nothing damaged ex- 
eept a pot, which was flattened like a 
pancake, Made 45 miles. 

In commenting on his cooking faci 
lities on the trip, Constable Seller 
says: “I had one small alcohol lamp 
with one gallon of alcohol. This 
lamp was so poor that it took fully 
three pints of 
water. I had also a smudge lamp, 
using coal oil, but the dirt and 
stench nearly killed us, so I had to 
pitch it away. After the alcohol was 
finished, in twelve days, we used 
wood when we could get it. Other- 
wise we were forced to eat our food 
frozen and raw. This is very poor 
accommodation for persons working 
hard, especially in such cold wea- 
ther when one needs the best of food | 
and plenty of it to keep out the cold.”

PROCLAMATION. 


To the Ratepsyers and Residents of the 
City of Edmonton. 


Owing to the severity of the winter 
and the heavy fall of snow, garbage and 
refuse of all kinds has been slowed 
accumulate throughout the City. H 
the breaking up of the winter and setting 
in of warm weather, it is feared that 
many portions of the City will be in an 
extremely unsanitary condition, The 
most vigorous efforts are being put forth 
to thoroughly clean the City, but owing 
to weather conditions it is feared that the 
undertaking cannot be ‘successfully com- 
pleted before spring. 

While the requirements of the Sanitary 
Bylaws are explicit, it is felt that only by 
the hearty co-operation of the citizens 
can the situation be fully met and dealt 
with. To that end I desire to call your 
attention to the following matters, and to 
express the hope that each and every 
resident of the City will feel it his persén- 
al responsibility to comply with all the 
regulations and requests hereinafter 
contained, 

I would urge that each househol: 


| should clean up his own premises, 


Ashes should be deposited in the rear 
of all premises, 

Vegetable matter, garbage and house 
waste should be placed in covered con- 
tainers, said containers to be placed in 
the rear of premises and easily accessable 
to the scavengers. 

Tin cans, broken glassware, crockery, 
etc., should be placed in boxes or other 
convenient receptacles, 

This is particularly applicable to 
ing houses, restaurants and hotels, 
every facility should be afforded the 
scavengers. 

In houses where there are waterworks 
connections, but no sewer connections, 
no more water should be used” than can 
be conveniently disposed of, 

Dirty water and slops should be 
tered over ash-heaps, and not thro 
indiscriminately about back yards. 

I would urge the citizens to assist the 
officials of the sanitary department by 
using the blank complaint forms, which 
will be supplied upon application to the 
Sanitary Department, 

Your hearty cooperation in this matter 
will, I feel sure, result in our being able 
to avoid an epidemic of disease in the 
spring.

Through the white spendrift—-

MRS. BEHENNA UNCOMPLI. 

Mrs. Arthur Behenna, the artist 
who mysteriously disappeared from 
Windsor Station, Montreal, was a few 
weeks later discovered with friends 
at Norfolk, Virginia.

“It was a shock and the undertak- 
ing which had been so optimistically 
begun, became a task to be fulfilled 
in chill silence. When will people 
learn that a creative artist is not a 
journeyman tailor, nor a huckster 
trying to sell his wares? 

“The divine is buried deep within 
every human being, and when by 
dint of long effort, unceasing struggle 
and a passionate straining after the 


class. But the gathering was not en- 
tirely confined to the old-timers.There 
were many of the younger people- 
checkackos compared with the old- 
timersa—who also enjoyed themselves 
in the more modern dances and watch- 
ed with interest the old-timers’ tread- 
ing the mazes of dances that were pu- 
pular nearly two decades ago but are 
now half forgotten.

STRATHOONA'S MAYOR TO CITY 
COUNCIL. 
Mayer Mille Presents a Letter at the 
First. Meeting of the Newly. 
Censtituted Aldermen. 


On the occasion of the elevation of 
Strathcona from the stage of town 
politica to the broader sphere of city 
government, Mayor Mills, at the 
initial meeting of the city council, ad- 
dressed a letter to the aldermen sug- 
gesting some steps that should be 
taken to promote the interests of the 
city. The letter was considered 
clause by clause. 


An Asseseor Wanted. 


The first question to which atten- 


tion was directed was the appoint- 
ment of an assessor. It was neces- 
sary under the new assessment sys- 
tem to appoint such an official at 
once. A person should be secured 
who was experienced in land values 
and also of good judgment. A copy 
of the classification scheme of the 
City of Edmonton had been procured 
by the mayor, and this would be 
of great value in fixing the rates in 
Strathcona. 

The council agreed that the asses- 
sor’s salary should be $600, and that 
applications be called for at once, to 
be in by the end of the month. 


Veted on Bylaws. 

The next matter to which attention 
was directed was the submission of 
the bylaws for the moneys for pay- 
ments on the city property secured 
for the new city hall and for the 
municipal hospital. 

The council decided to have the by- 
laws prepared at once and a_ vote 
taken at the earliest date possible. 

City Commissioners. 

Government by commission was an- 
other important question in the muni- 
cipal affairs. The time had now 
passed, the Mayor said, when the ad- 
ministration of the city’s business 
could be left, with best results, in the 
hands of committees. It was unrea- 
sonable to expect aldermen to give all 
the time necessary to the prcper ad- 
ministration of the city’s affairs. 
Some decision on this matter must be 
arrived at before the new procedure 
bylaw was passed. Thére was no 
blame to be attached to the council, 
for they had attended more _ meet- 
ings in the same period of time than 
any other previous council. Often 
members had legitimate excuses for 
being absent from council meetings, 
and this added to the _ cumbersome- 
ness of the present system. 

The council discussed this question

Mayor Mille showing the necessity of 


waving one commissioner, and in all 
probability two would be found ne- 
cessary—and perhaps three. One 
man would be required to give his en- 
tire time to the public works of the 
city, The recommendation was 
handed over to the finance committee, 
who will make a report. 
More Police Wanted. 

The recommendation for the ap- 
pointment of a larger police force ow- 
ing to the increased boundaries of 
the city was left over for the prosent. 

A Hespital Board. 

The appointment of the hospital 
board under the city charter was re- 
ferred to. . The charter called for its 
composition to be three members of 
the council and four civilians. It 
should be appointed shortly, as it 
would soon be required. 

New Nuisance Grounds. 

The urgency of procuring immedi- 
ately a new nuisance ground was 
dealt with. The lease for the present 
one expires in a few days. The Mayor 
hoped every councillor would consti- 
tute himself a special committee with 
the object of obtaining a suitable 
place. 

Mr. Allen, who owns the present 
ground, refused to renew the lease of 
his property, but snid he had a por- 
tion of the MeAulay Fain, two and a 
half miles from the cit,, which he 
would giant on the same terms. The 
Fanitation Committee were appointed 
to look into the matter. 

Cheques Not Properly Certified. 

The last quéstion to which the 
Mayor referred was the passing of 
accounts without their having been 
seen by any but the chairmen of 
committees. As a result of this 
practice he was seriously considering 
whether he should refuse in future to 
sign cheques not properly certified.
